A little more than 
14 years ago, an oper- 
ating-room inspira- 
tion prompted him to § 
develop the Valvulo- [| 
tome, a surgical tool 
used in bypass opera- 
tions for blocked 
arteries in the leg. 
When major surgical 
products companies 
dragged their heels 
about taking on his 
product, he simply founded his 
own company. 

This month that company, 
Vascutech, is releasing its 
newest innovation, the Expand- 
able Valvulotome, a self-sizing, 
self-centering tool used in vascu- 
lar surgery to prepare a vein for 
use as a bypass for an artery. 
Now headed by his son, the 
North Andover-based Vascutech 
has grown into a corporation 
that produces medical devices 
used by surgeons in 2,100 hospi- 
tals in the United States and 48 
countries worldwide. 

“The widgets of medicine are 
developed by community sur- 
geons, not by professors,” Dr. 
LeMaitre said. “The professor 
deals with high-tech concepts. He 
wants to build a new CAT scan. 
He doesn’t want to build a new 
rake for the garden. But the vast 
majority of surgeons are tilling 
the soil.” 

Dr. LeMaitre spent five years 
developing and using the Valvu- 
lotome, and then put together a 
slide show and traveled all 
around the country “to any 
group that would listen to me,” 
he said. 

A known innovator with an 
insatiable curiosity, Dr. 
LeMaitre also developed Glow ’N 
Tell Tape, a tape with radio- 
opaque markings used in con- 
junction with X-rays to pinpoint 
problem areas for surgery. He 
also has used TV cameras to tape 
operations so that patients who 
are on the mend can see just 
what their surgery involved. 

“People have a right to know 
what ‘we did to their body,”’ Dr.

LeMaitre said. 

Dr. LeMaitre is the author of 
two books on surgery, as well as 
one entitled How to Choose a 
Good Doctor, in which he won- 
ders, “Why don’t people put the 
same effort into choosing a 
physician as they do in choosing 
a new car?” 

Chief of staff at Holy Family 
Hospital in Methuen from 1988 
through 1992, he has been a long- 
time critic of managed health 
care for restricting the way doc- 
tors can treat their patients. 
“Too often, it’s not the treatment 
of your choice - it’s the treat- 
ment of some guy sitting behind 
a desk with a slide rule, figuring 
out ways to cut cheaper slices of 
pie,” he said in one of several 
articles he has written. 

Dr. LeMaitre’s outspoken 
ways recently earned him a rep- 
rimand from a local HMO after 
he confided to a patient that he 
felt undue pressure from the 
HMO to release him from the 
hospital too soon. 

Dr. LeMaitre has been affiliat- 
ed with Holy Family Hospital 
and Lawrence General Hospital 
for many years, and has been a 
clinical instructor in surgery at 
Tufts Medical School for six 
years. 


The graduate of Boston Col- 
lege and Tufts Medical School 
was an Army doctor from 1966 to 
1968 and later served as chief of 
staff at Lawrence General Hospi- 
tal. He has lectured in colleges 
and hospitals throughout the

Vandalism takes South School field out of game 


Damage caused by a car driving on a soc- 
cer field at South School last week put the 
field out of commission for at least three 
weeks, taking it out of play for the remain- 
der of the Andover Soccer Association sea- 
son. 

Closing the field affects the roughly 216 
members of the Soccer Association’s travel- 
ing-teams, and members of an adult league 
that uses the field. 

“I think we’ve lost this soccer season,” 
said Jim Bamford, town parks and cemeter- 
ies supervisor. 

The damage was from a car “doing dough- 
nuts” on the grass, according Mr. Bamford. 

“Tight turns with spinning wheels. And 
the car crashed into the goal post,” Mr. Bam- 
ford said. 


‘Somebody had to take a 
damaged car home and 
explain it to somebody.’ 


There was very heavy damage, with a 
good amount of dirt dug up, near the goal 
post on the south end of the field, according 
to Mr. Bamford, and “tire tracks go out into 
the middle of the field.” 

“The repair won't take the time,” it will 
just take time for the grass to grow, he said. 
“We won’t sod — we’re going to seed it and 
get the grass growing again.” That should 
take “three weeks, maybe longer.” 

The 12 traveling teams that use the field 
have shifted games back to the lower Shaw- 
sheen field, which had been taken out of use 
for refurbishment, according to Tom Rus- 
sell, ASA president. 

“Now we won't be able to do that,” Mr. 
Russell said of the planned lower-Shawsheen 
work. 

The traveling-team season consists of 
eight games during eight weeks, and ends 
June 8, not including tournament games. In 
addition to the roughly 216 youths who par- 
ticipate on the traveling teams, the closing of 
the South School field displaces the adult 
over-30, over-40 and over-50 teams that use

Mr. Bamford said. 

Police early this week had no suspects in 
the vandalism. Detective Sgt. Kevin Winters 
said there was definite tail light damage to 
the car and possibly headlight damage. He 
also said there is a slight possibility more 
than one car was involved. Mr. Bamford 
said there was broken glass on the field from 
what he thought was a car side window. 

“The car had to be pretty badly damaged, 
too,” Mr. Bamford said. “Somebody had to 
take a damaged car home and explain it to 
somebody.” 

The vandals may have pushed some logs 
out of the way to gain access to the field, 
according to Sgt. Winters. 

The damage occurred between Tuesday 
night, May 14, and Wednesday morning, 
May 15. South School students discovered 
the damage when they headed out for gym 
class Wednesday morning. 

The goal was at least 60 to 70 percent 
destroyed, according to Mr. Russell, but he 
wasn’t sure where the money would come 
from to repair it. He said he thought it was 
town owned. 

The damaged field was only recently com- 
pleted and was the only one available for use 
at the school. The baseball field and a prac- 
tice soccer field are currently being rebuilt.

Andover real 
estate developer 
William F. Harkins 
was found not guilty 
last week of charges 
related to a cache of 
marijuana discov- 
ered in a hangar at 
Lawrence Airport in 
December 1993. 

A U.S. District 
Court jury on Mon- 
day, May 13, found 
Mr. Harkins, 49, of 9 
Seten Circle, not 
guilty of possession 
of marijuana with 
intent to sell, and 
conspiracy to pos- 
sess marijuana with 
intent to sell. 

This was the sec- 
ond trial for Mr. 
Harkins. His first, a 
year ago, ended in a 
hung jury. In the 
first trial, Mark O. 
Henry, 56, a North 
Andover accountant, 
was found not guilty 
of similar charges 
related to the same 
incident. 

Prosecutors had 
alleged the two men 
helped arrange the 
use of a hangar the 
airport to store near- 
ly 800 pounds of mar- 
ijuana for smug- 
glers. Prior to his 
arrest, Mr. Harkins 
owned Eagle Invest- 
ment Group, which 
he ran out of his 
Seten Circle home.

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Public schools to get new language arts program

Andover’s elementary students 
should all have a new language arts 
program within the next two years. 

The School Committee voted unani- 
mously Tuesday night to accept the 
recommendation of the administration 
and the consensus of the teaching staff 
to adopt publisher Macmillian/ 
McGraw Hill’s “Spotlight on Literacy” 
program for grades 1 through 5. 

“There were 72 teachers involved 
directly in the process (of selecting this 


program) through the inservice course 
and/or pilot programs,” according to 
Marinel McGrath, assistant superin- 
tendent. “The staff is excited by this 
selection despite the fact it will require 
a big leap from our present language 
arts program.” 

After the meeting, Ms. McGrath said 
the new program has all the same ele- 
ments as the current program, AIRS, 
but that spelling lists and other ele- 
ments will now be connected to the 
book the class is currently reading. 


“Right now, with the AIRS program, 
everything was taught as separate and 
discrete skills,” said Ms. McGrath.

More budget troubles ahead for schools 


By Neil Fater 

The schools have weathered some imme- 
diate money problems by nailing down a 
budget for next year, but school leaders know 
more trouble lies ahead. 

“We’re going to be facing some problems 
in the next several years with respect to bud- 
gets,” said Dick Neal, superintendent. “It’s 
clear we can *t continue on the same path 
we’re going.” 

As proof, Mr. Neal presented the School 
Committee Tuesday night with his five-year 
budget projection for the Andover schools. 
Including new teachers needed because of 
increased 
enrollment, the ° 
projected num- 
bers are 
extremely 
close to the fig- 
ures the town 
says it will 
have for rev- 
enue, said Mr. 
Neal. 

The schools 
projections do 
not include any increases for contract settle- 
ments during those five years. 

School leaders talked often during this 
year’s budget discussions about how popula- 
tion growth is affecting the schools, saying 
the schools are affected differently and more 
severely than other town departments. 

Lloyd Willey, committee member, suggest- 
ed Tuesday the school system should create a 
detailed five-year plan outlining what funds 
the schools need and why they need them. 
The schools should then present their five- 
year plan to the town at a selectmen’s meet- 
ing so the selectmen can accept the plan as 
an Official planning document, he said.

school papers across the nation every year. 

The Phillipian is a broadsheet paper that’s 
published every Friday by a staff of 40, 
including all the reporters. It runs between 
eight and 12 pages. 

The paper has covered many controver- 
sial topics since it was established in 1878. 
Last year, when David Cobb, an English 
teacher who was fired from PA for alleged 
molestation of a 12-year-old boy, was arrest- 
ed, The Phillipian covered the story. 

“It was the best newspaper in the country 
that I read for objectivity on the Cobb story,” 
says PA history teacher Tom Lyons, who has 
been The Phillipian’s faculty adviser since 
1973. “They were very careful. They had the 
facts straight... and tried to be as impartial as 
they could.” 

Mr. Goodyear agrees. “Our coverage was 
extensive. I thought the paper handled it 
objectively.” 

Because The Phillipian is a weekly paper, 
“We have a fair amount of typos,” Mr. 
Goodyear says. “The Phillipian focuses on 
comprehensive coverage more than accurate 
copy.” 

The Phillipian is one of the few weekly 
high school newspapers in the country, 
according to Mr. Goodyear. In addition, it 
also has the unique feature of being uncen- 
sored. 

“No faculty adviser sees the paper before 
we go to press,” Mr. Goodyear says. 

“The kids have a lot of leeway with the 
paper,” agrees Mr. Lyons, who’s taught at 
Phillips since 1963. He does, however, cri- 
tique the newspaper six to seven hours after 
publication, and he discusses it with the 
staff. 

“Mr. Lyons is the best teacher I’ve ever 
had. He’s really like a father-figure to us,” 
says Mr. Goodyear. “He also helps us get out 
of hot water.” 

Mr. Goodyear may be referring to a 
recently published section The Phillipian 
did, “Top 10 pick-up lines.” Phrases such as 


“That’s a nice dress, it’d look nicer on the 
floor” caused such controversy with the 
admissions committee and many women on 
campus that The Phillipian had to publish an 
apology the following week. 

“Every year there’s something (like that), 
which makes life a little more hectic. These 
students have strong opinions and some- 
times it hits the fan,” says Mr. Lyons. 

While The Phillipian has always been 
technically uncensored, Mr. Lyons says that 
it isn’t completely uncensored because “the 
school provides its heat, light and facilities.” 

The newspaper also has an obligation to 
the charter it was established under in 1878. 
The charter was recently revised but essen- 
tially says, according to Mr. Lyons, 1) the 
paper will be critiqued each week by a facul- 
ty adviser, 2) the paper will not editorialize 
in news columns, 3) the paper shall not 
demean people and will show respect where 
respect is due, and 4) the editor-in-chief is 
responsible for the content of every paper. 

Jay Moon is the editor-in-chief of this 
year’s Phillipian. He oversees everything 
that is written and published. Sam Goodyear 
works directly under him as managing edi- 
tor. 

The Phillipian is divided into five sections 
— news, commentary, features, sports and 
“Seventh” page, which is entertainment. 
Each section is laid out a separate night of 
the week on the newspaper’s computers. 

Seventh page, which focuses on leisure 
activities and entertainment, is laid out Sun- 
day night. Courtney Gadsden is its editor, 
with Nicholas Fettmanas as the reporter. 

Commentary, the views of The Phillipian 
staff and guest columnists, is laid out Mon- 
day. Adnan Qamar is the editor. 

Features is laid out Monday and Tuesday 
nights. Katherine Crowley and Jason Cun- 
ningham are the editors. Addisu Demissie 
and Sari Edelstein are the reporters. 

The news editors are Ben Tsai and Andy

A 
recent edition had 11 ads, including a 
hair salon in Andover, two separate 
bicycle shops, a local antiques shop, 
McDonald’s and others.

Other members of the staff include 
Jeff Herzog, who’s in charge of busi- 
ness; Mickey Hong, who does layout; 
Gonzalo Briceno and Robert Kinast, 
who are in charge of design; and Jere- 
my Lishmen and Justin Lee, who are in 
circulation. Thomas Ryan is the pub- 
lisher and Patrick Noonan is the 
administrator. 

After the paper is completely laid 
out, a staff member takes it Thursday 
afternoon to The Tribune for printing, 
said Mr. Goodyear. It has been printed 
there since 1958. PA students receive 
the paper, for free, Friday. 

The paper has a circulation of 1,600, 
according to Mr. Moon, a junior. PA 
alumnae and others can subscribe to 
the paper for $33 a year. 


The Phillipian is produced with 
state-of-the-art technology, Mr. Moon 
says. The staff uses Microsoft 5.1 on six 
to seven computers to write articles. 
The paper is then laid out on two com- 
puters in a classic style, using QuarkX- 
Press, version 3.1. 

“The newsroom is really just a cave 
with very high-tech equipment,” says 
Mr. Goodyear. 

According to Mr. Moon, the Phillipi- 
an gets most of its news story ideas 
from the Andover Gazette, the faculty 
newspaper. Features focus on the cam- 
pus and community service, and enter- 
tainment is often reviews of concerts or 
films.

paper, Mr. Moon says, “It’s pretty hap- 
hazard. Getting story ideas is one of the 
hardest processes.” 

Asked what stories The Phillipian 
avoids, Mr. Moon says, “We tend to 
back off from a lot of personal stories.” 

Each year, the staff of The Phillipian 
chooses next year’s staff. Their one- 
year terms run from Feb. 1 to Feb. 1. 
Mr. Goodyear says it’s set up that way 
so seniors on staff will be free to 
concentrate on finals and graduation 
during the spring. 

Besides putting out an eight-page 
paper every week, The Phillipian staff 
also publishes an estimated 100-page 
commencement issue at the end of each 
school year. 


“It’s for seniors to have something 
from senior year,” says Mr. Goodyear. 

The Phillipian has never failed to 
publish in all its years of publication, 
Mr. Lyons says. He adds that since 
1973, only four kids have ever been 
fired from The Phillipian. 

“The kids are pretty darn responsi- 
ble. I don’t have to push them at all,” 
says Mr. Lyons. “They are just out- 
standing.” 

Mr. Goodyear says PA faculty mem- 
bers such as Mr. Lyons, Dean Stephen 
Carter and Head of School Barbara 
Landis Chase are “overwhelmingly 
supportive of the paper.” However, he 
says the students aren’t nearly as sup- 
portive. 

“No one really understands what it’s 
like to work on a newspaper. We’re not 
really respected... We’re just not cam- 
pus heroes,” says Mr. Goodyear. 

That doesn’t stop The Phillipian staff 
from putting in their time at the paper. 
According to Mr. Moon, the average 
person spends five to 10 hours a week 
on the paper, while he and Mr. 
Goodyear, a junior who plays varsity 
tennis, can spend 25-30 hours a week 
preparing it. All the work is done at 
night because that’s the only free time 
most PA students have. 


For as long as Mr. Lyons can remem- 
ber, the editor-in-chief and managing 
editor have been released from the 
strict curfew that is renown at Phillips 
Academy. That way, those two have 
more time for the paper. 

“The Phillipian just kills students 
academically,” says Mr. Goodyear. He 
says his grades have gone down sub- 
stantially since he became managing 
editor for the term because the paper is 
so time consuming. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Goodyear has no 
regrets. “I’ve been very intrigued by 
the whole experience.” 

Mr. Moon, who intends to pursue 
journalism in college, agrees. “This is 
the best educational experience I have 
ever had.”

In addition, those who work with 
youth say programs for middle school- 
and High School-aged kids are more 
likely to be successful if the youth 
themselves help form or are included 
in discussions regarding the new activ- 
ities. 

In the case of the lacrosse program, 
the lacrosse fans wrote a proposal to 
become an official Andover High club 
or team, and asked a teacher to be their 
adviser. When this preliminary shot at 
a lacrosse program was batted aside 
because the school said there wasn’t 
any space for it, the students persisted. 

“Basically we had no playing fields 
for them. There’s no place to play,” 
explains Sally O’Brien, interim assis- 
tant principal. “A lot of our stuff was 
being farmed out to other schools as it 
was.” 

So the players picked up their 
unsuccessful attempt and worked with 
youth services to start the program. 
Today they play on a small patch of 
green to the south side of Doherty Mid- 
dle School, with volunteers’ advice in 
their ears and with old Methuen High 
lacrosse sticks in their hands. 

“They’re boys’ sticks, I think, but 
they work,” says Phoebe Eustis, a 
freshman whose mother volunteers. 

Some of those involved with the pro- 
gram say they want to carry it through 
the summer and include middle-school 
students so the program can serve as a 
feeder program if Andover High 
acquires a team. 

But for the most part, the young 
men and women involved say they play 
lacrosse just to enjoy themselves. 

“I know people at school think it’s 
really serious, but it’s not. We have a 
lot of fun,” says Ms. Brierley. “Every- 
one wants to be here.

N. Andover’s skateboard park keeps teens out

Andover can look to a neighboring 
town for direction on how to get the 
wheels in motion so its youths may get 
their own wheels in motion on a skate- 
board park. 

Six years ago, Youth Services Direc- 
tor Rick Gorman and Catch the Wave 
owner Marilyn 
Joyce-Ichton 
teamed up with the 
youth of North 
Andover to build 
and fund a skate- 


board park. 
“It’s not a huge 
thing,” said Mr. 


Gorman. “But it has been a success.” 
The skateboard park, located at 
Aplin Park behind the baseball fields, 
just off Route 125, a block away from 
the middle school, is an L-shaped area 
that’s an estimated 100 by 120 feet. 
North Andover teens use the park 
after school and on the weekends for 
skateboarding and in-line skating. 


before and Elise said, ‘You should try 
it,’ so I did,” says Suzie Clarke, a sopho- 
more. 

“T had no clue how to hold a stick or 
how to play,” says Shana Barenboim, a 
sophomore who plays field hockey dur- 
ing autumn. “If I didn’t have this I 
wouldn’t do anything (during spring). 
I’d just be sitting at home.” 

Other after-school activities 

Of course, lacrosse isn’t the only 
new or improving activity that stu- 
dents are choosing over sitting at 
home. 

At West Middle School, thanks to 
both parental and administrative sup- 
port, the computer lab is left open and 
monitored until 3:30 p.m., Monday 
through Thursday. On a recent Thurs- 
day, students had to be told several 
times to finish up before they would 
shut down their computers. 

“Those kids would like to be there 
until 6 p.m. if we 
could do it,” says 
Vicki Simms, West 
Middle principal, 
regarding the tech- 
nology room. “I’m 
surprised in the 
spring when the 
weather’s so nice 
that we have so 
many kids in there

Ms. Simms says although the pro- 
gram started off slowly, she feels, 
“Now, we’ve created a monster.” She 
attributes the growing popularity of 
the open technology room in part to the 
types of computer applications now 
available at the school. 

“The kids are good. They teach each 
other in there, which is a nice situa- 
tion,” she says. “There is a definite 
thirst for it here in town.” 


Mr. Gorman said that motivation to 
build the park came after teens would 


Students also work to help each oth- 
er at both middle schools in the Kids 
for Kids program. 

“They (the students) got involved 
with issues having to do with smoking, 
for example. Last 
year at Town Meet- 
ing, some of our 
kids from Kids for 
Kids spoke,” 
explains Floyd 
McManus, Doherty 
Middle School 
principal. “They 
try to focus on 
something that will 
be for the benefit of

Some parents also are doing what 
they can. Mr. McManus says Doherty’s 
Math Counts program, which is differ- 
ent from the math team, has blos- 
somed, thanks to the assistance of par- 
ent Yuri Litvin. 

In Math Counts youth compete 
against each other to solve questions 
from the National Society of Engi- 
neers, says Mr. Litvin. His team of 
Doherty’s top four mathletes came in 
fifth out of 24 state teams. 

“We test both math ability and speed 
in solving problems. We go beyond the 
typical textbook problems,” says Mr. 
Litvin. “It’s kind of contrary to what 
they learn in class. In the classroom 
they like to concentrate on skills.” But 
he says the Math Counts program 
focuses more on “original thinking and 
quick thinking.” 

Yet Mr. Litvin also makes an obser- 
vation shared by many - that often the 
same kids who are involved with a pro- 
gram such as Math Counts are 
involved with producing the school 
yearbook or doing any number of other 


skate downtown and on private lots, a 
problem that plagues the town of 


activities. 

This beMef is why teachers such as 
Paul Ragnio, who deals with so-called 
at-risk kids, say Andover needs to have 
different programs to reach those who 
feel isolated or who simply aren’t inter- 
ested in what currently is offered. 

To some degree, though, youth who 
believe “there’s nothing to do in this 
town” are creating ways to entertain 
themselves and others. 

Students who might not be interest- 
ed in working on the student newspa- 
per are writing and drawing ‘zines, 
self-styled and self-produced mini-mag- 
azines in which people have the free- 
dom to write about whatever they 
want. Those involved say there are 
about five currently produced by 
Andover High and Andover middle- 
school students. 

Other youth such as Evan Martin 
and Ryan McAlary, High School fresh- 
men, disc jockey for parties and dances 
in town. 

Senior Mike Homewood organized a 
three-on-three basketball tournament 
at South School that included 36 High- 
School teams and 16 middle-school 
groups. 

“At one point I looked across the 
gym,” says Mr. Homewood. “The whole 
place was just packed. It gave me a 
sense of pride that I had put that 
together and so many people were 
enjoying themselves.” 

This trend is continuing with the 
help of the youth services department. 
June 1, Mr. Fahey says youth will help 
run activities such as sand beach vol- 
leyball games, three-on-three basket- 
ball contests, free-style skiing on tram- 
polines, and rock-climbing up a mov- 
able wall as part of Main Street Mad- 
ness, a 350th anniversary event. 

“They’re not asking people to do it 
for them. They’re doing it themselves. 
And it’s that kind of energy that will 
create more things to do,” says Mr. 
Fahey.

“The idea came up that it would be a 


good idea to have a place for kids to 
skate,” Ms. Joyce-Ichton said. 

Mr. Gorman said the park has been 
extremely successful in drawing 
skaters away from the downtown area. 

While motivation has spread 
throughout Andover for a skateboard 
park, speculation over funding and the 
first step in getting the project in 
motion has left the skateboard park in 
the developmental stages. 

“T’ve been trying to get somebody (in 
Andover) to listen to me for three

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teens as well. She owns Catch the 
Wave, the skateboard and in-line skate 
store formerly located in North 
Andover on Route 125. Three years 
ago, she moved her store to Post Office 
Avenue in downtown Andover.

I think they 
found empowerment by going through 
the whole process.” 

With the help of Ms. Joyce-Ichton 
and Mr. Gorman, North Andover teens 
managed to raise a total of $7,000 for 
the skateboard park. 

“We had things like a triathlon. But 
it was the concerts at the Red Barn that 
were the biggest success,” said Ms. 
Joyce-Ichton. 


The teens spent $5,000 to resurface 
the concrete.

Planners approve water line

Roughly 100 residents attended the 
public hearing Monday night in 
Memorial Auditorium at Doherty Mid- 
dle School. The proposal divided area 
residents between those who want to 
retain open space and the esthetics of 
their neighborhood, and those who 
want improved fire protection, better 
drinking water and the ability to devel- 
op their land. But it also brought out 
those who oppose growth because of 
the potential impact it may have on 
town services and taxes. 

Extending town water lines out 
Salem Street and Jenkins Road has 
been proposed before, and such propos- 
als were turned down at the 1990, 1991 
and 1993 town meetings. Each time the 
proposal involved the town paying for 
the water line and recouping a large 
portion of the cost through betterments 
paid by the owners of properties 
fronting on those roads. And each time 
it was turned down for one reason or 
another, but mostly related to the cost 
or how it was being financed. 

Because this latest proposal will be 
paid for by the developer at no cost to 
the town, it does not require an appro- 
priation of town funds and therefore 
does not require a town meeting vote, 
according to selectmen and the town 
counsel. 


But some of those at the hearing 
Monday ‘said the larger repercussions 


installation of skating obstacles cost an 
additional $2,000. 

“It’s pretty good,” said North 
Andover Middle School sixth-graders 
Pat Muggier and Chris Weller. 

In fact, the park is so good that kids 
from Methuen, Haverhill and even 
Andover visit it frequently. 

Mr. Gorman said that the influx of 
kids from other towns is just proof that 
there is a definite need in the Merri- 
mack Valley for skateboard parks. 

“It’s the best thing we have around 
here,” said Keith Milliken, a 22-year- 
old Haverhill resident. “But when 
there were wooden ramps, it was bet- 
ter.” 

Mr. Milliken was referring to sever- 
al wooden ramps that were installed 
for jumps when the park was first cre- 
ated. Mr. Gorman said the ramps had 
to be taken down because they were too 
dangerous and were hard to maintain. 
Smaller cement blocks were installed 
in their place. 


Other problems included complaints 
from neighbors about littering and lack 
of privacy. 

Monitoring the park has also been a 
problem. The Youth Services depart- 
ment is responsible for the supervi- 
sion, but its location is so far from 
Aplin Park that it’s difficult to super- 
vise the skateboard park effectively. 

“We've had some difficulties, but it’s 
going pretty well,” said Mr. Gorman. 


of the potential

Finegold both expressed concern for 
the growth issue, however, and vowed 
to continue investigating the needs for 
some sort of controls on development. 

Selectmen are scheduled to meet 
with planners in a public meeting to 
discuss the growth issue Thursday, 
June 6, at 7:30 p.m. at town-offices.

Anonymous 
letters frost us 


We had a letter this week that was 
signed “A citizen who cares.” It was 
about the recent skateboarding inci- 
dent in The Park, and it was a decent 
letter. There wasn’t even a name or 
phone number on it for the newspa- 
per to call to discuss it. 

We’re not running it. Our theory is 
that if it’s an opinion worth stating, 
put a name with it. And we have to 
admit, it’s annoying when people 
won't stand by their opinions. Some- 
times it’s understandable when a per- 
son can’t use his name. More often, 
it’s a parent complaining about a sit- 
uation in the schools. Parents write 
letters and they telephone, asking us 
to look into stories. “But don’t use my 
name,” they say. “I don’t want to be 
quoted,” they say. 


Well if not you, then who’s going to 
take a stand and get the story rolling? 

Parents tell us that teachers will 
taxe it out on their children if they, 
the parents, bring up an issue that’s 
sensitive and related to the schools. 
That argument doesn’t make much 
sense to us because we think if a 
teacher took it out on a child, every- 
one would notice. And besides, let’s 
give our teachers credit for under- 
standing that people can disagree or 
question policy without creating an 
adversarial situation. 


What we often say to parents is 
this: Why not stand up for what you 
believe? That way you’re setting an 
example for your child who needs to 
know sometimes a person has to go 
out on a limb and take a stand, even 
if it’s not popular with everyone. 

And of course that goes for others, 
too, such as the anonymous writer 
about the skateboarding story. 

We’re a newspaper so of course we 
believe that open discussion pro- 
motes understanding and tolerance. 
“No-name” letters and unattributed 
comments aren’t worth as much as 
quotations made by people who will 
allow their names to be used. 

So we ask letter-writers, as well as 
other readers, please use your name. 
If it’s worth saying, it’s worth putting 
your name with it.

Marty Epstein cares about seniors, et al.

Marty Epstein has a lot of energy. 
In fact, after spending an hour or 
so with the 70-year-old Candlewood 
Road resident, I’m exhausted. This 


man, newly

kindergarten-grade 5 Josiah Quincy 
School in Chinatown. He also has 
been sitting in on meetings of the 
Andover public schools’ Technology 
Committee. “I give them my opin- 
ion,” smiles Mr. Epstein, who does 
that — smile - quite often. “They 
haven’t said shut up yet.” 

A chemist by training, Mr. 
Epstein moved to Andover in 1981 
and went into consulting. Now that 
his third child just turned 40, he is 
working to make this a better com- 
munity, yes for seniors, but also for 
students. 

“Hopefully, the youths will all be 
senior citizens some time,” is how 
Mr. Epstein explains his involve- 
ment in schools, both in Andover

and in Boston. 

Mr. Epstein knows a lot about the 
Josiah Quincy School. It was, he 
says, established in 1847 and was the 
first school in Boston to have one 
seat for each child. And because he’s 
worked in management for a lot of 
years, Mr. Epstein has a lot to offer 


the principal of the school. 

“Being a school principal is a very 
lonely job,” he explains. “It’s a man- 
agement job and they haven’t neces- 
sarily had training (in that field). 
Also, there is no forum for them to 
get together.” 

According to Mr. Epstein, the Josi- 
ah Quincy School is one “all the kids 
want to go to.” At that school, the 
staff also teaches respect for each 
other and respect for other cultures. 

He has more on his agenda today, 
in this meeting that he requested 
with me. He wants to make sure this 
newspaper pays attention to seniors, 
as well as students. 

“I would like to see businesses 
here more involved with the schools. 
When I heard the nonsense about 
music (instrumental music at the 
middle-school level was threatened 
in recent budget talks), I thought, 
you've got Merrimack College. I’m 
sure they’ve music there.

Husband's autopsy 
done without 
her consent 


Editor, Townsman: 

| am writing to you regarding a situ- 
ation in my life that has devastated me. 
It concerns a Massachusetts law per- 
taining to the rights of a medical exam- 
iner to remove a body for an autopsy. 

My husband, George, 75 years of age, 
took a heart attack while in my car (see 
enclosed police report). He was leaving 
his place of employment to pick me up. 
He had just started down a road, appar- 
ently suffered a heart attack, and 
struck a parked vehicle. 

The owner of the car he struck 
didn’t actually see the accident happen 
— he was there, but his back was turned 
and he heard the impact. He went to 
my car and saw my husband lying 
across the front seat with a bottle of 
“nitro” opened, a few pills had spilled, 
he had to remove my husband’s foot 
from the accelerator. He immediately 
called for help. The paramedics did all 
they could for George. He was removed 
from the scene and transported to 
Lawrence General Hospital. There they 
did all they could for him (see hospital 
report). 

Now, to the problem that has trau- 
matized me. Without my knowledge, at 
10:45 p.m., March 26, he was removed 
from Lawrence General Hospital and 
transported to Boston by orders from 
the medical examiner’s office. The only 
way in which I was informed of this 
was when the funeral director came

Neal is bogged down with paperwork, 
but he adds that pointing the schools in 
the right direction “is up to Dick Neal, 
also.” 

Now he skips to talking about senior 
citizens in Andover. 

“How little we know about senior 
needs in Andover,” he says. “And we 
don’t know who out there needs help. 
We get referrals. The Health 
Department just finished a survey. 
Seniors’ low income astounded me.” 

Mr. Epstein is very high on Jeanne 
Madden, executive director of the 
Council on Aging and the Senior Cen- 
ter. “She’s got a good heart,” he says, 
“and she’s well qualified.” 

Mr. Epstein says the Health Depart- 
ment sent out 4,800 questionnaires and 


received an astounding 2,200 respons- 
es, The results are still being compiled. 

“T think about 1,500 people use the 
Senior Center a year,” says Mr. 
Epstein, “some every day, some once a 
week, some less often. 

“I want the Senior Center to be more 
inclusive. I love intergenerational 
activities, but I respect seniors want- 
ing” (to be alone too.) 

Mr. Epstein would like to hold some 
focus groups with people who use the 
center and some who don’t. 

He also says there are a couple of 
open spots on the board of the Council 
on Aging. Anyone who is interested 
should write a letter and send it to the 
job bank at town offices, which the 
town uses to fill vacancies on boards 
and committees that are appointed and 
not elected.

the morning of the 27 of March to make 
final arrangements for George. I asked 
if he had picked up my husband at the 
Lawrence General Hospital and I was 
informed, at that time by the funeral 
director, that he was in Boston for a 
possible autopsy. 

I was in shock! 

My daughter immediately got on the 
telephone to the medical examiner’s 
office, wasn’t treated very well by 
them, and told that if they wanted to 
perform an autopsy, they had every 
right. My daughter contacted a state 
police officer, a friend of hers, trying to 
stop any type of autopsy. However, I 
was later informed by the funeral 
director that a minor autopsy was done 
to his head. 

I have requested a copy of the autop- 
sy report, but have not as yet received 
it. I feel that none of this was necessary 
— that the medical examiner’s office 
snatched my husband’s body and did 
what was unnecessary to him. As of 
this writing, I have never been 
informed either by the Lawrence Gen- 
eral Hospital or the medical examiner's 
office of any type of autopsy. 

Iam a law abiding citizen and would 
have been the first one to request an 
autopsy if there was any doubt as to the 
cause of death. I am furious over what 
happened to my husband’s body — it 
was bad enough to lose him. I can’t 
sleep nights thinking about this. I 
would, somehow, like other ignorant 
citizens to know what happened to me 
and my husband, so they won’t have to 
suffer as I am. What do I do - please 
advise — I can’t put this to rest until I 
know this will not happen to others out 
there. 

Please help me to put the injustice 
done to my husband to rest — he didn’t 
deserve to have his body mutilated. He 
took care of me and I would like to put 
him to rest by sparing others the pain | 
have suffered due to the unjust rights 
of the medical examiner to literally rob 
a body. Something should be done to 
prevent what happened to my hus- 
band’s body. I don’t know what -— per- 
haps you can help me.

{Editor’s note: When contacted by 
the Townsman, none of the parties 
mentioned in Mrs. Marad’s letter con- 
tested the facts as she recounted them. 

State law requires the medical exam- 
iner be notified by any person, or in 
this case the hospital, having knowl- 
edge of a death that occurs “by accident 
or unintentional injury... regardless of 
whether such injury appears to have 
been the immediate cause of death, or a 
contributory factor.” It also requires 
the medical examiner (M.E.) be noti- 
fied of a “death in any public or private 
conveyance,” in this case the car. 

Once reported, the M.E. has the 
option of accepting the body or not. In 
many cases the M.E. relies on the 
patient’s doctor, state police or medical 
professionals to relate the circum- 
stances surrounding the death, and 
opts to release the body without further 


investigation. But in some cases, for 
any number of reasons, the M.E. may 
opt to take the body. 

Mark Fairbank, chief of operations 
for the state M.E.’s office, said, “Acci- 
dents, they do autopsies, pretty much 
all the time.’ 

Once the M.E. accepts the body, the 
ME. has a legal responsibility to deter- 
mine the cause of death. In this case, 
there was a bump on the head, accord- 
ing to the accident report. Although he 
couldn’t comment on this case specifi- 
cally for privacy reasons, Mr. Fairbank 
said the M.E. may have to determine 
whether a trauma occurred before or 
after a heart attack before ruling it out 
as having contributed to the death. 

Joseph McManus, Lawrence Gener- 
al Hospital president, said the M.E. 
may take a body for scientific reasons, 
for random sampling or for any other 


reason. “We don’t have any idea. It's 


entirely up to the medical examiner,” 


Mr. McManus said. He was not sure if 


the law requires the M.E. to explain 
why the department took the body. 

Mr. McManus said the hospital’s pol- 
icy is to notify the family of the M.E.’s 
decision and to comfort them. But in 
this case the communication process 
broke down, and Mrs. Marad, as the 
surviving widow, was not made aware 
of it, he said. He said he met with Mrs. 
Marad earlier this month. 

“T apologized to Mrs. Marad because 
our attempts to inform the family 
failed,” Mr. McManus said. “We are 
taking the blame.” “ 

Mr. Fairbank also apologized for the 
way Mrs. McManus’ initial phone call 
to his office was handled. He said it 
went to the police staff in his office and 
was answered by someone not trained 
to respond to upset people, which he 
and his staff are trained to do. 

The timing of moving Mr. Marad’s 
body to Boston had to do with the time 
of death, according to Mr. Fairbank. 
The accident was at 3:30 p.m. and he 
was pronounced dead at 4:15 p.m. It 
then took time to make the proper noti- 
fications, do the paperwork, and make 
arrangements to pick up Mr. Marad’s 
body. The fault for failing to notify the 
family and/or funeral director was 
with the hospital, he said. 

Mrs. Marad is entitled to a copy of 
the autopsy and will received one as 
soon as it is available. Mr. Fairbank 
said it usually takes 10 to 12 weeks. The 
immediate cause of death, according to 
the death certificate signed by Medical 
Examiner Stanton C. Kessler March 30, 
was clogged arteries. ]

The recent critics of the physi- 
cal education requirement in 
Massachusetts public schools 
might change their minds if they 
witnessed the scene after school 
at Andover High School last Fri- 
day. Approximately 31 students 
stayed to participate in a ping 
pong tournament, which was 
“conceived by two students, 
seniors Chris Rodgers and Jeff 
Shea, but which would have 
been impossible without the sup- 
port of the PE department. 

Mr. Rodgers and Mr. Shea 
approached instructor David 
Fazio on Tuesday, and Mr. Shea 
concedes that without him, “We 
would have had a lot of trouble 
getting this done on time.” 

He says that instructors “Mr. 
[David] Amundsen and Mr. 
[Richard] Bourdelais were real 

* helpful too.” The PE department 
played a crucial role in the tour- 
nament, supplying ping pong 
tables, organizing the tourna- 
ment schedule, and supervising 
it while playing alongside the 
students. PE teachers were 
rewarded by seeing their stu- 
dents become more knowledge- 
able about the game, receiving 
exercise, and interacting with 
their peers. These are all quali- 
ties that the PE teachers who 
were interviewed for this article 
said they try to teach. 

Many people are questioning 
‘fie benefits students receive 
from, in this case, a ping pong 
tournament, or other PE classes. 
Robert Antonucci, state commis- 
sioner of education, has pro- 
posed eliminating the 34-year-old 
PE requirement. Currently, Mas- 
sachusetts imposes only two 
scholastic requirements: a year 
of US history in high school and 
13 years of PE, according to Alan 
Safran, Mr. Antonucci’s 
spokesman. 

With the state is beginning to 

prepare for a graduation exam 
that all students will have to 
pass starting in the year 2000, 
Mr. Antonucci has said that it 
should be the school’s responsi- 
bility to determine whether PE 


is a requirement or an elective. ° 


Also, recent legislation dictates 
that beginning next fall, students 
must spend 990 hours a year in 
“core academic time.” This has 
sparked debate over whether the 
school day is too short for PE to 
remain a requirement. 

Recently, several PE teachers 
«at Andover High School 
explained the benefit of required 
PE classes. Also, the majority of 
students interviewed for this 
article expressed the positive 
role PE has played in their lives. 

Mr. Amundsen, who has 
taught PE in the Andover school 
system for 29 years, believes that 

' «students need PE since comput- 
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Should physical education be required? 


ers and television have “encour- 
aged [students] to be sitting 
still.” 

AHS Senior Jason Libby dis- 
agrees, saying that PE “isn’t nec- 
essary, because I play sports 
with my friends.” 

However, more of the people 
interviewed seem to agree with 
Mr. Amundsen. 

“Some kids go home and just 
play on the computer. Gym gets 
kids to exercise,” says sopho- 
more Stacie Nelson. 

“Very few kids take it upon 
themselves to exercise,” says 
sophomore Alan Hibino. 

Senior Shannon Gardner 
says, “Some kids go home and do 
nothing. Gym gives them some 
activity during the day.” 

Although this year’s con- 
struction at AHS limited the PE 
department’s ability to hold 
some sports, Andover High’s 
phys ed program still managed 
to combat students’ inactivity. 
This year PE instructors played 
four-square to get around con- 
struction problems, since the 
game only requires a small 
space. Now, every day at lunch 
and after school, some students 
play the game. 

Sophomore David Chapin 
says, “Gym helped people to 
start playing four-square and 
other games.” 

The department also spent 
some time instructing the stu- 
dents in ping pong and even 
brought in a professional! ping 
pong player for further instruc- 
tion, and several days later Mr. 
Rodgers and Mr. Shea got the 
idea to continue this sport after 
school. 

Mr. Fazio believes that 
“Physical education has many 
aspects.” It teaches students 
“how to take care of themselves 
and their bodies, so that they can 
stay healthy.” 

Several PE teachers and stu- 
dents agree with Mr. Fazio. Mr. 
Amundsen says that athletes can 
benefit from learning “how to 
plan a program for the rest of 
their life, when their sport may 
or may not serve them.” 

While Beth Carriere argues 
that physical education “is sup- 
posed to be education, and I 
don’t see any education,” many 
don’t see it that way. 

Physical education coordina- 
tor Mr. Bourdelais, who has 
taught for 28 years in Andover, 
says, “I have always believed as 
well as educating a person aca- 
demically and mentally, we need 
to educate them physically.” 

Student Alan Hibino says,

Not only does physical education impart 
knowledge, it also teaches students socializa- 
tion skills, according to PE teachers. This 
skill is valuable for athletes as well as non- 
athletes to learn, as Mr. Amundsen stresses 
that “physical education class is a chance for 
students to work with everyone in their 
class.” 

Mr. Fazio observes that in every physical 
education class “people are interacting, get- 
ting along.”

flowers and vegetables in the Merri- 
mack Valley. 

In 1963 the farm stand was built. You 
knew spring had arrived when the bed- 
ding plants and hanging baskets came 
out of the greenhouses, which by 1974 
totaled nine. A weekly ride out to the 
“country” to visit Pleasant View Farms 
was a treat for many who enjoyed the 
best fresh-picked corn and sun-ripened 
tomatoes for their weekend cookouts. 
Sunday mornings seemed to be social 
gatherings rather than average shop- 
ping trips. 
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In 1975 Harry and his sons, Gregory 
and John, had another idea.

In early spring we have Easter 
lilies, potted tulips, hydrangeas and 
potted mums. Late April our front 
greenhouses begin to fill with spring 
color from our annuals, perennials, 
vegetables and hanging baskets. Hardy 
mums are grown for the fall along with 
an extensive selection of house plants. 
At Christmas time we have thousands 
of beautiful poinsettias, Christmas 
trees, wreaths and other holiday deco- 
rations. 

Growing up on a farm and now run- 
ning a family business has taught all of 
us the meaning of hard work. Much of 
the year it means working seven days a 
week. Sometimes that can also mean 24 
hours a day when the power goes out, 
just ask Greg. There are many reasons 
that we work so hard, one is seeing the 
end result when the greenhouses are 


full of healthy plants and thinking 
we’ve helped create something beauti- 
ful. Our wonderful customers are 
another reason, they continually tell us 
how much they appreciate all of our 
effort. Now we get to listen to their 
ideas.
